The following account of a| 
late mecting of the Massachusets Society, shows with | 
what intelligence and spirit our most influential citi- 
zens, are devoting themselves to the honorable and be- | 
nevoleat work, of redeaning and guarding the com- 
munity from the evils waich either prey upon or threat- 


separated from the communion of the faithful; there- 
fore we discharge, by apostolical authority, all those 
who believe themselves bouad towards the Count of 
Toulouse, by any oath, either of allegiance or fidelity ;

terminating heresy.” The same bull invited stran- 
gers from all regions to come to the accomplishment 
of the holy work, aad to consider themselves as in the 
enjoyment of plenary indulgence, and of exemption 
from the jurisdiction of all earthly tribunals, as long 
as they should be fighting in the service of the church. 

The prospect of absolution, of booty, and of unre- 
straint, and the barbarous superstition of the times, 
brought hordes of relentless savages upon the devoted 
Albigenses, and Simon de Montford, by general con- 
sent, was put head of the crusaders. An army 
so disorder ager to shed bluod, so merciless, so 
irresistible, never took the field. “A fire devoured 
before them, and behind a flame burned. The land 
was as the garden of Eden before them, and bebind 
them a desolate wilderness; yea, and nothing escaped 

hem.” 

; Prodigies of valor could avail nothing in the face of 
an enemy, whose losses in leaders or followers were 
constantly filled up by new adventurers. Submission 
was of no use, where men came not to wage a war of 
honor or chivalry, but of destruction—not to obtain 
glory, but blood and pillage. It was meritorious to 
kill and spare not, and the slaughter of an heretic was 
considered asastepto Paradwe. Chassineuil was one 
of the first places that fell before the invaders. It 
capitulated. The garrison was permitted to march 
out, but the inhabitants were left to the sentence of 
the Popels legate. He pronounced them to be here- 
tics, aud all were cominitted to the flames. Beziers 
was attacked next. It relied upoa the strength of tts 
walls and the courage of its defenders; but the multi- 
tude of its assailants was such, tliat ‘il appeared asif 
the whole world was eacamped befure it.” The city 
was taken at the first assault, and sume of the crusa- 
ders, thirsting after heretic blood only, desired the le- 
gate to take care and have adistincuuou made between 
the faithful and the unbelievers. ‘* Kili all,” said the 
Pope's representative, “the Lord will afterwards se- 
lect those that are lis.’ The sentence of death was 


have been reduced from two hundred thousand to 
twenty thousand; and from ceotury te century a rem- 
nant of them bave still preserved their inheritance in 
the valleys of their forefathers, and their distinguished 
denomination, Vandois or Waldenses. 

But the unhappy Albigenses, from the situation of 
the country, were more exposed to that foreign ag- 
gression which the Romanists stirred up: and, not 
possessing the same natural. fastnesses and mountain 
retreats as the Waldenses, were entirely swept off from 
the face of the earth, and not a vestige of them left. 
Albigensian principles indeed, never failed, even in 
Languedoc, the scene of persecution; but the Albi- 
genses, or, the communities properly so called aud 
known by this name in the thirteenth century, were 
utterly destroyed. In the language of the translator 
of Sismondi’s narrative of the crusades against the Al- 
bigenses, which has beeu no small assistance to me in 
drawing up this arucle, « Their church was drowned 
in blood, their race had disappeared: hundreds of their 
villages had seen all their inhabitants massacred with 
a blind fury, and without the crasaders giving them- 
selves the trouble to examine whether they contained 
a single heretic. Nocatculation can ascertain with 
any precision, the dissipation of wealth, or the des- 
truction of human lite, which were the consequences 
of the crusade against the Albigenses. Every spe- 
cies of injustice, and persecutions of every kind had 
been heaped on the heads of the uuhappy Languedo- 
cians, whom, since the crusade, it had been the cus- 
tom to comprehend under the general name of All.- 
genses.”
